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THE FREEDMEN —ADDRESS OF GrN. ELy.—
As we noticed yesterday, Gen. Ely address-

ced a large concourse of the freed people an

Wednesday last. He -opened by tellisg
them of the great change which had taken
place in their status, not only in relation
to obtaining their freedom, but in the near
breaking up of their present relations with
their former masters and employers on
the first of January next. He told them
they had now to depend upon themselves;
that both they and their former masters
were relieved from their responsibilities to
cach other respectively. He strongly in-
culeated a spirit of scli-reliance, and pre-
scnted to them the importance of making
contracts for the ensuing year, and of
knowing what they were doing in making
these contracts. Thern was a motual de-
pendence of the land-owners and the la-
borers, and that the faithful fultilment of
the condracts made between them was ab-
solutely necessary to the interest of both,
He tol1 them, that when they worked for
the interests of the planter, thoy worked
not only for their own but for the best in-
torests of the whole country.

The Government, he said, had cstablish-
od the Frecdmen’s Burean for their protec-
tion. and every agzent of it, and every

| officer and goldier were among them for

their benefit; but he admonished them of
the foliy of waiting, expecting  that the
Government wonld give them lands, or do
any further than what it had done and was
doing for them. As regarded the acquisi-
tion of property; he told them that alone
could be aceomplished by their own in-
dustry and honesty., The idea of the divie
sion of lands he thought arose from the
occupation of the abandoned plantations
on the coast, at a period when even the
Government did not know what disposition
would be made of them. He inculeated
morality and virtue in all the social rela-
tions ~f life, and urged them to educate
their children and train them to habits of
honest industry.  The reputation of them-
selves and families depended on the strict
observance of the marriage tie, and the
moralities which attach to it; and, in con-
cluding, he again sought to impress as to
the community of interest between the
planters and themselves, and that the eyes
of the world were upon them as a people,
to observe whether they were worthy of
their new position.

Gen, Ely was followed by Mr. Williams,
his adjutant, whe, in a few brief remarks,
strougly urged his hearers to apply them-
selves to industry, the elevation of their
mindg, so that they might win the respect
of other nations.

Notwithstanding the largs assemblage,
overy thing passed off quictly, and we hope
with bencficial effeet upon the partiey in-
terested, in the proper adjustment of our
labor system.
